As for the pretense of 
holding any point, we don't believe they 
will serjoasly at temptit.

FROM AMERICA. 

[From the Paris Patrie, May 17.1 
The principal inhabitants of Havana 
have addressed a petition to the Queen of 
Spain, in which they pray that the Spanish 
t i-oops may continue to act iu accord with 
the French in the question of Mexico. They 
point out in the document that it is for the 
interest of the colony that a strong and 
stable government could ha established in 
Mexico, in order to prevent that country 
from falling into the hands of the Ameri- 
cans, who would make it the basis of their 
operations for hereafter gaining possession 
of the Antilles, and particularly of Havana. 
Marshal Serrano, it is said, supports the 
prayer of the petitioners. An Aide-de-Camp 
of the Marshal lias arrived in Europe from 
Havana, on his way to Madrid, charged with

General Fremont, after occupying Stras- 
burg, last night, was obliged by the dark- 
ness and tremendous atorm, and the fatigue 
of his men, to delay his advance till morn- 
ing. At six o’clock the pursuit of the re- 
treating enemy was resumed, and vigorous- 
ly continued during the day. 

General McDowell’s advance, being part 
of a brigade under General Bayard, reached 
Strasburg this morning, and was ordered 
forward by General Fremont, to join in the 
pursuit, with the cavalry and artillery. 
The enemy, to retard the pursuit, en- 
deavored to make a stand, in three 
strong positions, with artillery, but were 
driven rapidly, and with loss, from 
each. Jackson’s rear guard passed through 
Woodstock this afternoon. The head of 
his column had reached it at sunrise. CoL 
Pilson, chief of artillery on General Fre- 
mont’s staff, who selected with great skill 
the successive positions for the batteries, is 
wounded by the fall of his horse, which was 
shot under him, while reconnoitering within 
thirty yards of the enemy. The batteries 
engaged were Schiermer's and Buell's, of 
Gen. Stahl s brigade. The 1st New Jersey 
and 1st Pennsylvania cavalry, under Gen. 
Bayard, and the 6th Ohio and Stewart's In- 
diana cavalry, under Col. Zagoyi, were in 
advance, driving the enemy before them, 
and in support of the batteries. The road 
and woods were strewn with arms, stores 
and clothing. A large number of prisoners 
have been taken. Our loss is one killed 
and several wounded. 

Gen. Fremont's rapid march, combined 
with General McDowell’s movements, has 
wholly relieved the Shenandoah Valley and 
Northern Yirgiuia.

THE TESTIMONY OIYEN BY THE ENEMY. 

The Richmond Dispatch, of the 27th of 
May, has an article on “The Struggle over 
the Metropolis.” It says: 

“There is yet no battle, and the enemy is 
known to be fortifying his whole line on 
the north bank of the Chickahominy. He 
has been seen engaged in this labor most 
industriously for several days. He will 
next commence the shelling of our army. 
Some people say from one of his earthworks 
he can pitch a shell into this city. This 
we doubt, though it must be confessed that 
the line of works now in progress by one of 
the great dirt diggers of the age, is rather 
nearer than the citizens like. We know 
very little of war, and do not presume that 
our own opinions will receive any more 
weight than they are entitled to. 

“It seems to us, however, that as no 
attack has been made on our side until it 
may be presumed the enemy is pretty well 
fortified, there will not be any at all of his 
present position. What our Generals in- 
tend to do, of course they alone know. 
They have learning, large capacity and ex- 
perience. The country has relied and is 
relying on them, and if there is occasion- 
ally some misgiving, let us hope that the 
result will prove that there is no good reason 
for it. But it is a fact that the commonest 
observer must know that delay is not the 
thing for us. The enemy has*great facilities 
of water transportation and nas even made 
the York River Railroad from the White 
House to near the Dispatch Station on the 
Chickahominy useful to him by putting 
upon it locomotives and trains of cars.” 

THE CASE AS SEEN FROM OCR SIDE.

The information derived from the prison- 
ers taken at Williamsburg was to the effect 
that the Union forces, would be obliged to 
fight a terrible battle before they could cross 
the insignificant stream — the Chickahominy. 
The enemy, no doubt, intended to make 
this river the line of their defense; but 
thanks to the skill of Gen. McClellan 
and other scientific officers, their whole 
plans were futile. Three hundred thousand 
men could not now defend Richmond, ac- 
cording to the original rebel plan, for the 
reason of the peculiar disposition of the 
Union forces.

Mr. Sherman moved to reconsider the 
vote which rejected Mr. Anthony's amend- 
ment yesterday to lay a tax of k cent per 
pound on cotton. Adopted. 

The question then recurring on the 
amendment making a tax on cotton of J 
cent per pound, it was adopted; yeas, *>, 
nays, IS*. 

Mr. Sumner moved to reduce the tax on 
the receipts of insurance companies from 3 
to 1 per cent. 

Ui*on spoke at length in favor of the 
reduction. 

After a long discussion the amendment 
was rejected, 16 to 20. 

Mr. Fessenden offered an amendment, 
making the tax on marine insurance com- 
panies } of one per cent, on the receipts. 
Rejected. 

Mr. Collamer offered an amendment ex- 
cepting mutualinsurancecompanies. Adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. Foster moved to reconsider the vote 
rejecting the amendment to reduce the tax 
on insurance companies to 1 percent. The 
vote was reconsidered, yeas 20, nays 16, 
and the amendment reducing the tax to 1 
per cent, was adopted. 

Mr. Bayard moved to insert an amend- 
ment to tax gold and silver plate, not over 
$50 in value, 3 per cent., and billiard ta- 
bles $30 each. Rejected, 18 to 20. 

At half past 7 o’clock the Senate adjourn- 
ed. 

HOUSE. 

The Speaker announced the business of 
the House to be the motion of Mr. Porter to 
reconsider the vote by which was rejected 
the bill to free from servitude the slaves of 
those in rebellion against the United States. 

Mr. Porter advocated his motion. 

Mr. Porter's motion to reconsider was 
adopted. He then offered a substitute and 
moved that it be put on its passage. 

Mr. Killinger objected. It was recommit- 
ted to the Select Committee, with instruc- 
tions to report Mr. Porter’s substitute. 

Mr. Diven offered an amendment which, 
with the substitute, w a-* ordered to be print- 
ed. The bill reported from the Judiciary 
Committee, declaring office holders undsr 
the rebel government ineligible to office in 
the United Slates, was passed. The House 
then adjourned.

Latest from the Shenandoah— Jack- 
son Escapes to New Market. 



Washington, June 4. 

The following was received this afternoon 
at the War Department: 

Halleck’s II fadqi’ a RTEH s, June 4. 
Hon. E. M. Stanto-n, Secretary qf War: 

(Jen. Pope, with 40,000 men, is 30 miles 
south of Florence, pursuing the enemy hard. 
He already reports 10,000 prisoners and de- 
serters from the enemy, and lo,000 stand of 
arms captured. Thousands of the enemy 
arp throwing itway their arms. 

A farmer sava that when Beauregard 
learned that Col. Elliot had cut the railroad 
on his line of retreat, he became frantic, 
and told liis men to save themselves the 
best way they could. 

We captured nine locomotives and a num- 
ber of cars. One of the former is already 
repaired and is running to-day. Several 
more will be in running order in n few 
days. 

The result is all that I could possibly de- 
sire.

Washington, June 4. 

General Burnside has sent to the Secreta- 
ry of War a list of the released soldiers 
forwarded to New York in the steamer Vir- 
ginia. This is the second detachment of 
prisoners released by order of Gen. Holmes, 
and the third will follow in the steamer 
Guide in a few days at the latest. 

Gen. Bates having given his opinion that 
court raartials in cases within their juris- 
diction may condemn prisoners to imprison- 
ment with hard labor in the penitentiary in 
the District of Columbia, in punishment 
for crime, is too well settled to be now an 
open question. The Secretary of the Inte- 
rior has asked him to review his opinion. 
He is the more inclined to believe that it 
never was the intention of Congress that 
the volunteer soldiers should, for any act 
made criminal by the military, be subject, 
against their will, to the ignominious pun- 
isnment of imprisonment in the penitentia- 
ry, against which the feelings of every 
spirited man must revolt. 

Nashville, June 4. 

The train from Columbia brought here 
this evening 1.600 Federal prisoners of Gen. 
Prentiss’ division, who were taken at Pitts- 
burg Landing. They come from Macon, 
Tuscaloosa and Montgomery, and were 
paroled in consequence of the rebels being 
unable to feed them. They report universal 
discontent among the rebel soldiers, who 
are anxious to go home. The privates say 
that they are whipped out. 

Four hundred more paroled prisoners will 
arrive here to-morrow. 

A dispatch to Governor John.sou, from 
Gen. Negley, of yesterday, says that Wyn- 
koop’s cavalry made a dash into Winches- 
ter, and scattered Storm's rebel cavalry in 
all directions. Our men are chasing them ; 
over the coimtry. 

The speech of ex-Governor Brown is ex- 
erting a powerful influence over hundrede 
who have been led into Secession. 

Washington, June 4. 

The act to prevent and punish frauds on 
the part of officers intrusted with making 
contracts with the Government, which has 
just been approved by the President, estab- 
lishes an office la which all contracts are 
to be filed for public inspection. All officers 
making contracts are repaired to swear 
that they conclude the same without any 
benefit or advantage to themselves, or to 
any other persons. The penalty for the 
violation of the law is a fine of not less 
than one nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, and imprisonment of not more than 
six months. 

An official report from the Secretary of 
the Treasury states the public debt, on the 
25th of May, at $491,445,984, at an average 
rate of interest of 4 85-100 per cent. 

The Sub Committee of Ways and Means 
have had a draft of the new tariff hill 
printed for the private use of that commit- 
tee. 

Chicaoo, May 4. 

Specials from Cairo state that immediate- 
ly on the occupation of Corinth, forces from 
Pope s division were sent out in pursuit of 
such rebels as fled westward. Gen. Grain- 
ger. in command of two regiments of cav- 
alry, soon came in rear of the enemy, six 
miles southwest of Corinth, and engaged 
them in fight, and was afterwards largely 
reinforced, when the rebels surrendered. It 
is said 5,000 or 10,000 were captured. A 
portion of them have reached Pittsburg 
Landing, en route for northern military 
prisons. At last accounts Gen. Pope was 
nine miles southwest of Corinth, which 
point his whole corps had reached. 

Mahtinsburo, June 4. 

Reliable statements from Strasburg say 
that Jackson’s whole force, with his train 
and prisoners, succeeded in passing through 
towards New Market. The firing of Mon- 
day was an attack of Gen. Milroy on Jack- 
son’s rear guard, at Fisher's Hill, a strong 
strategic point a mile and a half south of 
Strasburg. From the best information at- 
tainable, the enemy held his ground, and 
resumed his retreat during the night. It i4 
reported that Jackson’s advance guard was 
at New Market, on Monday night. Gens. 
Smith and Longatreet were in the valley 
with 15,000 men, but their exact position 
was unknown. 

Boston, June 4. 

A private dispatch says that the steamer 
Daniel "Webster left White House last night 
with 242 wounded New England soldiers, 
including Brigadier General Denvers and 
Col. Briggs, of Boston. 

Madison, Wis., June 4. 

The Supreme Court of thi9 State has re- 
versed its former decision on the tax laws, 
in which they declared the taxes levied in 
1858 and 1859 illegal, onjaccount of exemp- 
tion of railroads. 

Philadelphia, June 4. 

The steamer Muldin arrived at 1 o'clock 
this morning from James river, having on 
hoard 400 wounded Pennsylvania soldiers 
fro* he late battle on the Chickahominy. 

New York, June 4. 

The City of New York arrived at five 
o’clock. News anticipated.

limes well says that the anti-secession | Boliim-re 
movements in North Carolina are sufficient- 
ly encouraging, even if some of the reports 
of Union manifestations turn out to be un- 
founded. But really the most significant 
evidence of the spirit of the Old North 
State, and one which is in no danger of ex- 
aggeration, is to be found in the turn of 
events with reference to the next State 
Governor. The Secessionists have put for- 
ward as their candidate Kenneth Raynor, 
a rabid rebel of ihe South Carolina stripe. 

The conservative anti-secession and (in 
posse) Unionist party, on the contrary, 
have ehosen Hon. William A. Graham, 

(Mr. Fillmore's Secretary of the Navy,) 
one of the most active members of 
the recalcitrant convention that have laely 
been kicking against the Richmond despo- 
tism. Graham has the support and sympathy 
and will probably have the vote9 of the 
great majority of the State. Now, though 
not ostensibly or avowedly, these parties 
really represent the Confederacy on the one 
hand and the Union on the other. The 
whole tenor of their public discussion and 
discourse has this scope and no other, 
and it requires no great skill in reading 
between the lines to see that this is really 
the marrow of the whole matter. Among 
the significant indications to this effect is 
the following from the Raleigh Standard, 
the Democratic organ of the State, which, 
in urging the election of Mr. Graham, says: 

“Why such an anxiety on the part of the 
per se secession no-party stripe, to know 
who is to be the next Governor of North 
Carolina? We think their anxiety may be 
relieved in some degree by telling them who 
the people will have to rule over the desti- 
nies of North Carolina. First, JJthey will 
not have a foreigner (meaning the editor of

Highly Important from Corinth. 

A special to the St. Louis Democrat, from 
Cairo, dated June 3d, says: 

The steamer Meteor has just arrived from 
Pittsburg Landing. 

General Pope had sent a messenger back 
that he had captured Van Dorn's and 
Price's forces, and that be had more prison- 
ers than he knew what to do with. My in- 
formant saw Gen. Pope’s dispatch. 

The Republican’s correspondent, says : 

It was reported at Corinth, when the pas- 
sengers left, that Gen. Pope, in his pursuit 
of Price, had been successful. Arrange- 
ments were being made to receive a Urge 
number of prisoners, and the report was 
that Pope had taken 6,000; that he came 
up with Price ten miles south of Corinth, 
and captured the rear guard of his men. af- 
ter a short resistance. 

A large rebel force was known to have 
reached and occupied Okolona. 

Gen. Grant remained at Corinth, in com- 
mand of the portion of forces left there. 
The balance of the army were on the route 
taken by the rebel army. From the strong 
detachment sent in pursuit, it was thought 
that many more of Beauregard’s stragglers 
would be captured, from appearances. So 
far, the main army retreated in excellent 
order, and are determined to make another 
stand.
